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"They called upon the Lord, and He answered them." 


Being an account of the Observance of the World Day of Prayer 
March 3rd, 1933 


As we recall the inspiration felt in our own community on the 1933 Day of 
Prayer, and as we read the record of its keeping in other places, "making a 
girdle of prayer all around this needy world", our hearts are hushed at the wonder 
of the answer to other Days of Prayer sent fran above, to crown the 1933 observance. 
The many expressions of the blessed sense of fellowship with other praying women, 
and the "beautiful spirit of unity" reported, scem in direct answer to the prayers 
of the Day in 1929, "That they all may be one" in Christ. From Germany comes this, 
"All the women were thankful for the hour of worship and the world-wide sisterhood 
in sprtit”, and in the Kentucky mountains women who rose early and walked miles 
over rough roads to the meeting "felt joined in heart to thousands of women praying, 
though shut in by our hills". In Melbourne, in farthest Australia, there was a 
real sense of sharing with the womanhood of the world in this service of inter- 
cession. 


The many meetings for children and girls, and the part taken by older girls 
in the women's services are surcly answers from the Lord. Have we not prayed 
during these last yeers with especial earnestness for our young people? New 
Zealand, where is forged the first shining link in the prayer chain, sends word 
of a young people's hour md asks that a progrm for such an hour be added to 
the general program for the Day of Prayer. In Yihsien, Chins, the High School 
girls attended in a body, glad to have pirt in the woments program. They sang 
"Jesus bids us shinc"”. In Sinangtan, China, one hundred and soventy children 
came to the meeting, many from non-Christian homes. After a program of prayer, 
Song, and Bible stories, thcy were introduced to other children of the world 
through pictures and charts. In Cape Town, South African, 1 young women's service 
held Thursdsy evening, March 2nd, formed a beautiful begiuning to the keeping of 
the Day. It seemed appropriate that "Youth" should lead. In Kermanshah, Persia, 
whither many families have fled from persecution by the Turks, over a hundred 
Assyrien end Moslem children attended the noon meeting. Cannda has a special 
program prepared for young women and girls. This is widely used in Canada, and 
also by permission in the United States. "An amazing number of girls' organizetions 
observe this Day.” In the Episcopal Church at Bennington, Vermont, U. S. diane 
the rector presided and led the boy choir at 2 childrents meeting of juniors and 
intermediates from all the Protestnnt churches of Bennington. "Little leaders" 
trained by the women's committee took their parts enrefully, and met with serious 
response from the other children, all using the pretty colored lenflets for the 
Children's Service of Worship. One hundred and sixty were present, and the women 
were inspired by the thought of their children praying for the other children of 
the world. "All thy children shall be trught of the Lord" finds an enswer in these 
records; let us in faith claim a further fulfilment of this most cheering of 
promises. 


The number of federations and union committees now in chorge of the observance 
of the Day of Prayer is an answer to many prayers for guidenec in mcthod. The 
women plan to think about the Dey before it approaches; some meet in prayer for it 
for weeks in advance, and invitations are distributed far and wide onong diffcrent 
churches and groups. In Edinburgh, Scotland, an interdenominstional committee, 
newly formed, had pleasant fellowship over the adeptntion of the program to Scottish 
requirements. In many places it is necessary to translate the program in several 
different languages, and the time and skill involved in this labor of love by 
wonen's committees miy casily be imagined. It is inspiring to think of "prayers in 
five languiges", "the doxology and hymns in four", and of four languages used 
consecutively, all during ons service. In Sofia, Bulgaris, there were added to 
the program Christ's words "Come unto Mc, ll ye that are heavy laden " in fourteen 
different European lenguages. Truly "A grent multitude of all netions and kindreds 
and peoples and tongues stood before the throne" on March ord, 1933, 
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It is impossible tc mention even bricfly all the interesting meetings held on 
this great Day. In the Philippinc Islands the program adpated for use in the five 
different dialects did not reach Burawen, Leyte, in time, so the young missionary 
and the language texcher translated and arrwnged it, visited 11 the church menbers 
and gave prayer ussigmients. At the ieeting held in the missionary home, a beauti- 
ful spirit of love and devotion shoved in their voices, is each knelt and offered 
her own prayer. Mr. sand Mrs. Frei and their baby are the first Americans to live 
in Burawen, and Mrs, Frei was very happy over the first observance of the Dey of 
Prayer in that locality. 


In Tokyo, Japan, the Christian Woman's Federation kept the Day both morning 
and afternoon. The meeting was crowded as never beforee The prayers and address- 
es showed deep feeling and great sorrow for the war which prevailed, with a strong 
desire on the part of the women to redeem mistakes which have been made. At the 
close of the services cable messages were sent to the Japanese Premier, to 
Shanghai, and to the Federation of Woman's Boards in New York. 


In Pyengyang, Chosen, missionary and Korean women distributed programs 
mimeographed by college students. Posters were sent to the churches weeks before 
the Day. About 1500 women attended the service in the West Gate Church, the largest 
attandance reported. 


The women of Yihsien, China, observed the Day of Prayer for the first time this 
year. The leaders found it hard to hold them to the program: this was their Day, 
no men present and they could express themselves freely in prayer. 


South Africa reports the Day observed in many more countries this year, with 
larger attendance. Letters tell of a wonderful time of blessing. "South Africa 
is joining up most whole-heartedly”. In West Africa the women came singing along 
the road, an increasing company Brom ajl1 directions. Three hundred end sixty-five 
present at the opening doxology. They prayed most eartestly for "our fricnds who 
send us the missioneries". After the long meeting one said "What a pity it finished 
so sooni” "A blessed meeting, not soon forgot". 


In Constantinople, Turkey, the English service was held in the Bible House, 
and the Armenian and Turkish sorvice in the Gedik Pasha Church. In Marash, Turkey, 
the meeting with nationels for worship is forbidden by the police, so no assembly 
of Christian women could be attempted. Miss Cold writes: "In the seminary yard 
there are four Armenian women, and one of them invited me and the other three to 
eall on her on the afternoon of the Day of Prayer. Only one knows English, but we 
read parts of the progrem, and each in turn prayed for her sisters all over the 
world. It seemed best not to sing nny of the hymns, but at the close we softly 
breathed the doxology." This was the smallest meeting reported, almost literally 
"two or three gathered together", and the Lord was surely "in the midst of them", 
as He promised. That breathing of the doxology brings an echo from Christian 
hearts around the world, 


A union meeting of all the Christian woaen was saiething new in Saloniki, 
Greece, The evangelical church used by both Greeks and Armenians was crowded with 
several hundred women of a dozen different nationalities. The women sing God's 
praises, each in her ow tongue; there were twenty-two audible prayers and the 
silcnt prayer was so silent. The women begged for mother meeting soon. More than 
one hundred attended the union service in Athens, With no addresses, time was 
gained for the prayers in five languages, ond the two-hour meeting seemed short. 


The church women in Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, joined their sisters on the 
Day of Prayer. A heavy rnin reduced the attendance to nbout forty, "and One, the 
One, Who makes any gathering, no matter how small, . rich experience," 


In Barranquila, Colombia, the women offered fervent prayers for those praying 


es 


for them in other lands. In Minas, Brazil, five denominations united in the meet- 
ing. The rain was heavy that night md the electric lights went out, but forty 
men and wanen prayed together by candlelight. The fifty women present at a vesper 
service all prayed aloud. Some of us in other places need to pray "0 Lord, open 
Thou our lips". The women of Valperaiso, Chilc, were all eager to share in the 
second observance of the Day of Prayer. The meeting was impressive, the prayers 
shorter and more to the point. As the missionarics are trying to interest the 
churches in home missions, the offering was sent to the Indians in South Chile. 


In every part of the United States the Day of Prayer was observed by countless 
meetings as well as by services broadcast by radio over networks of stations. 
Church women labored prayerfully to perfect the arrangements for carrying out the 
program, and newspapers gave generous space to advance notices of the Day and to 
accounts of the services. Helena, Montnng; Dayton, Ohio; and Riverside, California, 
were among the list of cities holding especially interesting meetings. In many 
places the Young Women's Christign Association joined in the observance of the 
Daye 


Eight different services were held in the Hawaiian Islands, and every report 
told of a precious meeting. Conseecrntion services held before the larger gather- 
ings were very helpful. Inlionolulu, the service was on the stormiest day of the 
year. "Fifty hardy souls cane and were well repaid." Hawaii was the last link 
in the prayer chain. 











Some interesting requests for prayer, and two touching prayers came to the 
headquarters in New York City. New Zenland asks prayer for God's work among the 
Maoris, that they may be won for the Master and used in His service, and Sydney, 
Australia, asks that Australia be included auong the countries named on the 
program as subjects for definite prayer. The pastor's wofe in Kernenshah, Persia, 
sends this prayer for the Assyrims: "To be in peace with the nations among whon 
they are living. To have a place to rest. To be a religious people like their 
forefathers, that they may be a time light of Christ anong the nations around 
them." From Kiachow, China, cones this prayer for Germany: "That the yough may 
be saved from godless teaching and from atheistic influences: for Christian 
homes, and for deeper spiritual awakening." Shall we not all make these prayers 
our own? 


On February 16th, 1934, the women of the world will gather for another 
World Day of Prayer. The subject of the Call to Prayer and of the Progran, "Pray 
for the peace of Jerusalem", kindles our hearts as we read it. Let us begin our 
prayers now for God's promised peace within and among us all, and let us approach 
the [Tay with reverent perparation and with faith in Hin Who "Is able to do 
exceeding abundantly, above all thatwe ask or think". "Then shalt thou Galli 
and the Lord shall onswer." 


"There is an eye that never slceps "But thore's a power which man can wield 
Beneath the wing of night; When mortal sid is vain, 

There is an ear that never shuts That eye,that arm,that love to reach, 
When sink the beams of light. That listening ear to gain. 

"There is an arm that never tires, "That power is prayer which soars on high 
When human strength gives way; Through Jesus to the throne; 

There is a love that never fails, And moves the hend which moves the world 
When human loves decay. To bring salvation down! "

UNITED IN PRAYER

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A beautiful old poem describes the angel Sandalphon hovering above the earth, 
Bathering in his arms the prayers that rise from human hearts. At-li's “touch they 
turn into flowers which he lays at his Lord's feet. One may picture Sandalphon, 
on the third of last March, loaded with every flower known to earth, for never, 
surely, have the remote corners of our world joined with its\ populous eeénters in 
so unanimous an upreach of prayer. rom Valparaiso comes the\word, "For the 
second time the women of Chile have held a World Day of Prayer Service. Last year 
it was something new suggested by the missionaries; this year it was something they 
all knew about and wanted." The report from our own State of Montana says: 
"There are men and women on their knces today by the hundred thousand who are meek 
for the first time in their lives". The gatherings were as diverse in numbers 
and in members as they were in location, but marked by a divine harmony of spirit, 
from a company of over 1500 in Pyeng-yang, Chosen, to ravaged and femishing 
Puerto Rico, where "we were about forty -- and One, the One who makes any gather- 
ing, however small, a rich experience”. 


This harmony in diversity is one of the most impressive features in the 
constantly increasing observance of this day. New Zealand, Australia, the 
Philippines, Hawaii, India, Syria, Coylon, South and West Africa, Japan, China, 
Greece, South Americs, Germany, Denmerk, the Balkans -- one could more readily 
indicate the scope of this day of sisterhood simply by turning tho pages of an 
atlas. It brought 2 fresh impetus to the tired workers for world peace at Geneva. 
At 'Ndeabeni in South Africa, native women literally hailed the day, for at dawn 
they were singing their call to prayer through the villege. The worst storm of 
the year in Honolulg depleted but did net-/stop the meeting--which means much 
to those who know what a Honolulu storm can doi -- and elsewhere in the Islands 
were held eight different services, ell interdenominational and interracial. At 
the meeting in Salonika, the leaders were one American, one Greek and one Armenian. 
The audience included women of about a dozen nationalities. Four languages, 
English, Armenian, Greek and Turkish were used during the hour. Even more 
polyglot was the gathering at Sofia, Bulgaria. They added to their program the 
Master's gracious and familiar invitation: "Come unto Me, all ye that labor and 
ere heavy laden and I will give you rest", in fourteen different European languages. 
Their meeting was held in the chapel of the Seventh Day Adventists. There is a 
touching similarity in many of the reports. "In the group were grandmothers who 
have known many years of toil and heartache, and mothers who have worked hard and 
have sacrificed to give their children ‘book larnin' and other advantages which 
they never had. Some were of the Baptist faith, some few of the Holiness belief, 
and others of our own Reformed Church, but 211 denominstionalism was forgotten 
and together we asked Godts blessing upon our own American and othor nations, 
and reconseernted our lives to a closer walk with our Master. Some of the women 
had walked two miles over rough rozds to attend the meeting, others had gotten up 
at four o'clock and, had worked hard all morning, but as we left the church they 
said, 'This has been/finest meeting we ever had, and cannot we meet more often 
for an hour of prayer?* We 211 felt that although shut in by our hills we were 
joined in heart to thousands of wonen, all praying that Anecrica and the world may 
be won and kept for Christ." ‘Those hills were in Kentucky,-- but we feel a strong 
bond between those strong-hearted hill-woren and others whose mountain homes are 
in mother hemisphere. A missionary in Shantung writes, "They met at our house 
and have just left, There were about thirty-five present including two old men 
and three small boys. Of the number, six walked in seven miles to attend, ad 
are now on their seven mile walk home, with a hazy sunshine end chilly breeze"-- 
not in their spirits, we know. Whatever the outward weather may have been, 
surely those faithful ones bore homeward with them clear shining ond a glow of 
heart. Beside these instances of circumscribed lives who transcend their 
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limitations in prayer for others we mcy place this report frai West Africa which 
makes one’s eyes misty with its touch of tender humor. "It is no wonder that the 
work in Africa is so fruitful, for African women do pray ! They are so enthusias- 
tic, too, and their eyes shone with purpose when I told them that we must have a 
big crowd of women that day. It was to begin at 9:30, but the women began to 
gather at 8 o'clock. One group started out from their tow about two miles away, 
singing hymns, and other women joined them on the road. They came from all 
directions, and when the meeting began there were three hundred and sixty-five 
women present, to join in singing the Doxology. We had silent preyer for a few 
Moments, and how reverent they were,--it seemed even the babies tried to be 

quiet! Then Kabiyen spoke of the need of church leaders for prayer, especially 
mentioning ‘our friends who send us the missionaries'. Mbengon prayed after that 
talk -- 2 prayer that wold have warmed the hearts of any who heart it. Mrs. Watson 
recd the scripture lesson and 211 the women marvelled afterward that a new 
missionary *can read our language just 2s well as an old one can." After a talk 
on India, one of the women prayed 'that those women may be free, as we are; for 

we used to be in bondage too, but the Lord Jesus has set us free.' Evindi was 
supposed to speak on ‘Other Africm Tribes’, but the day before, I had a note 
from her saying, ‘I feel so sorry to tell youthis, but I have just discovered 

thet I have chicken-pox, and will not be sable to speak, but if you sgy so I will 
speak anyway.’ I sent her word to lie down in peace and I would take her place$ 
The meeting was long, but one woman said afterward: "What a pity it finished so 
soon! I would like to hnve stayed a long time.'" Evidently the infent temperament 
is more churchly inclined in African communities than in Latin, for in Colombia, 
where the day was a real festival end the church decornted with beautiful festoons 
of flowers, we are told:"There were few men at this service, the men having 
learned thnt this was 9 particularly wamen's service, and they could help best 
this time minding the babies". 


Yt will not be long before all the bnbies will join those of Africa at the 
meeting, et the increasing rate of interest shown in the Day by youth. A Children's 
Sebvice was held this year at Bennington, Vermont, and at Cape Town there was a 
special evening meeting for young women at which prayers in three languages were 
offered. In the United States, the Y. W. Ce A. observed the day from Texas to 
North Dakota, and the Canadian program bore on its cover a thought to quicken and 
inspire the imagination of youth. "Girls of all nations join in the observance 
of this World Day of Prayer. While we in Canada are yet sleeping, the day will 
have dawned in Oriental countries. The girls of Japan will lead in this circle 
of prayer round the world", 


The report from Dayton, Ohio, tells us that "o fine young Japanese made a 

very earnest plea for prayer for his country, confessing Japan's sins in a very 
humble touching manner." During this troubled yenr, the hearts of all Christians 
have been heavy for their brothers md@ sistors in Japan who must suffer for the 
misguided actions of their fatherlind as no alien can, and it is with compassion 
for their grief md with deep reverence for their high emfidence in the ultimate 
triumph of Christ's spirit that we rend the reports of their Day of Prayer. In 
the Christian Women's Federxtion of Tokyo, prayer kindled action. They cabled 

to Shanghai, "We, the Tokyo Christian Women's Federation, are today uniting in 
prayer for love, peace and goodwill between our countries", and moreover, they 
took 4 substantial and practical step toward that peace and goodwill by a memoran= 
dun to the Prewier asking him to make a specinl effort to stand by the principle of 
interdependence and cooperation, and also by 2 delegntion to protest against the 
rndio broadcasting of war news every evening. 


One of the most moving speakers at this meeting was Miss Michi Kawai, long 
the YWCA national secretary, now principal of @ school of her own and a national 
and internationel leader, "Today," she said, "Is the Doll Festival. The dolls 
displayed in almost every home in Japan today represent a custom which came from 
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China, and has in it originally the meaning of sacrifice for sin. The dolls were 
called Aganai mono, and were little paper effigies burned on this day much in the 
way in which sin offerings were made in ancient Israel. ...Japan cannot be saved 
by the sacrifice of dolls nor of sheep, but by God alone. Those who really love 
Japan must be the first to indict her militarism and call her to return to right- 
eousness. We have talked too much of mere national morality; we must press 
forward into religion and attain to the salvation of Jesus Christ. It is, to be 
sure, not only Japan that is in ths wrmeg now. All nations have sinned to bring 
about this present situation. But we must not think of the sins of other nations 
but repent of our own sin first. We must get our national nature transformed, 
changed by God. We must repent and be Born again. On this Doll Festival day, 
let us pray in the realization that we as women have been called to be aganai 
mono, redeeming sacrifices, for our nation". 


This confession might be made, this prayer offered, not only by a Japanese, 
but by the citizen of slmost any country in this troubled world. We may well 
thank God that He has led us to keep this season of deep soul-searching, when 
Christians around the world face in conscious cooperation their personal and 
national responsibilities and recognize both the magnitude of their task and the 
infinite strength upon which they canrely. May each return of the World Day of 
Prayer bring nearer the realization of God's Kingdom on enxrth, and the fulfillment 
of His will in each individual life!

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This program in some form is used throughout the world on February 16th, 
1934. The annual observance of the World Day of Prayer on the first Friday 
in Lent is promoted jointly by the Council of Women for Home Missions, the 
Federation of Woman’s Boards of Foreign Missions of North America, and the 
National Council of Federated Church Women. The joint program of the 
three organizations also emphasizes the study of race and international relations, 
and the education of Christian leadership. The next annual observance will be 
on March 8, 1935. 


Offerings 


By agreement of the three national cooperating organizations, the inter- 
denominational enterprises chosen for the offerings given on the World Day of 
Prayer are: Christian Literature for Women and Children in Mission Lands, 
Christian Service among Migrants, Women’s Union Christian Colleges in 
Foreign Fields, and Religious Work Directors in United States Indian Schools. 
Offerings designated for these projects should be sent either to the Council 
of Women for Home Missions, 105 East 22nd Street, New York, N. Y., or 
to the Federation of Woman’s Boards of Foreign Missions, 419 Fourth Avenue, 
New York, N. Y. If sent undesignated to either headquarters, the contribution 
will be divided equally between the home and foreign mission projects. 


Suggestions For Leaders 


Union services may be planned for young people and children as well as 
adults. This program is to be adapted to the community using it. The 
service is essentially one of prayer. It is suggested that soft music be played 
during the opening periods of meditation, continuing through the Bible verses. 
It is further suggested that the well known solo, “If with all your hearts ye 
truly seek Him,” be sung in place of the repetition of the verse by the leader. 
Care should be taken to arrange beforehand for the ‘Prayers to be offered.” 
The projects for which the offerings are to be given may be presented through 
brief talks by women of the group, through impersonation, or simple dram- 
atization, Some communities may want to have the churches open on 
February 16th for individual meditation and prayer throughout the day. Inter- 
denominational committees to plan for the services and for publicity through 
newspapers, posters, church bulletins, and radio should be at work for weeks 
before February 16th. In some places the committees for the observance on 
March 8, 1935, will be appointed on February 16th, 1934.

How happy are the little 
children in our land for whom 
there are story books, picture 
books, children’s magazines 
and libraries; but in many 
lands there is no such pro- 
vision for the happiness of 
little children. So we who 
have known the joys of librar- 
ies and books are providing 
for the publication of thirteen 
magazines in eleven different 
languages, and many books 
that the children in Mission 
Lands may have wholesome and helpful reading. Bible Stories are in demand. 
The children of the Philippines want a magazine. The mothers of Persia are 
asking for a manual on child care. There are priceless opportunities for the 
expansion of this work. A book or magazine can carry the Christian message 
where a missionary cannot go. 








Christian Service Among Migrants 


Since the last World Day of Prayer these children have been following 
the crops in response to the demand for seasonal labor in harvest and canning 
seasons. The Christian center protects them from exploitation in labor and 
from physical and moral dangers, and is building in them physical and spir- 
itual strength. In widely scattered areas, the Christian nurse visits in camps 
as friend and counselor. 


Unitedly, through the Council of Women for Home Missions, the churches 
are reaching these migrant families in Arizona, California, Colorado, Oregon, 
Texas, Washington, Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware, Maryland, New Jersey, 
New York and Virginia, bringing together forces that can help to meet the 
needs of the migrant child. 


Of the 200,000 migrant children only about 4,000 are being reached. 
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Union Colleges 


The story of the Seven 
Union Christian Colleges of 
the Orient is well known to 
the women of America, who 
have followed with interest 
the organization of the col- 
leges, five of them during war 
years and two as they have 
developed from high schools 
over a period of twenty-five 
years. They are graduating 
more than 200 young women 
each year, and the influence 
they exert is felt throughout 
the Orient. 





The story of the Campaign when the women of America raised two million 
dollars and claimed a third million from the Laura Spellman Rockefeller Fund 
to secure buildings and equipment for these colleges is equally familiar. The 
years have passed, the buildings have been built, the colleges have increased in 
enrollment, have broadened in scope and have been strengthened by the leader- 
ship they have produced.

Here we are again—the same Indian youth for whom you gave offerings 
on the World Day of Prayer to meet our spiritual hunger. We thank you. 


We are assured that the Government will aid us “successfully to pass 
out into the general world,” and “successfully to live at home amid our own 
people.”

Through the Joint Committee of the Council of Women for Home Mis- 
sions and the Home Missions Council, Christian friends have maintained the 
staff of seven religious work directors in eight schools, There are Indian 
youth like ourselves in the other forty boarding and day schools.

Years ago in Africa Henry Richards had preached the Ten Commandments 
for a very long while, but not a black man stopped stealing or killing. Finally he 
decided to stop preaching the “Don’ts” in the Old Testament and begin on the 
“Love” in the New Testament; so every day he translated to his congregation a 
few verses from St. Luke’s Gospel. All went well until he came to Luke 3:— 
how dared he read this to such greedy, grasping neighbors? He debated with 
himself for days, then decided he ought to read it. For once his audience de- 
lighted to put the Bible into practice! Such a “great grab” followed that when he 
lay down to sleep that night his hut was stripped entirely bare. The village made 
merry, learning how to use his amusing, exciting possessions! But when each 
family lay down to sleep many consciences began to prick; remembering the 
white man’s gentle, patient, kindly way with them. They thought of his loneli- 
ness, his lack of these absurd comforts so necessary to him, so silly to them. 
One by one his things were carried back to his porch where he found them piled 
the next morning. For now that they had seen a man loving his neighbor like 
himself, the same love stirred in their own hearts—and a new tribe was turned 
toward God.

A very poor Japanese farmer took a forlorn and shipwrecked Korean sailor 
to live with him.

It 
sounded absolutely perfect, for the city was hot and noisy and dangerous, with 
no grass; moreover the man promised to give each of them money if they would 
only pick beans! Nobody thought this sounded hard, so they got on a train and 
went tothe country. But it was no sort of a picnic: for a great many families 
were crowded into the worst old barn imaginable, one whole family sleeping in 
one stall, for instance. Even picking beans proved awful, stooping all day in the 
broiling sun. The real little bean “Pole” in our story hated this entire picnic 
intensely, and could never be grateful enough that some church women thought 
it was no way for children to spend a summer, so they started a Play Center 
where the little Poles could be real boys and girls once more! It was actually a 
Daily Vacation Bible School, with stories and games and baths and dramatics 
and jealousies and reconciliations. We do well when we eat our vegetables to 
wonder who picked them for us, and to pray that every child laborer may have a 
chance to play and learn and grow normally.
